Because the librarian’s position this 
field education not well defined 
that the high school the college, she 
too often detailed every other duty 
the school program save that her job 
librarian. Consequently, will the purpose 
these papers show the uninitiated 
the field what school librarian would all 
day, were she given the opportunity, 
also view her position relation her 
co-workers elementary education.

accept the library vital part 
the school system, and not merely place 
keep the overflow books, nor ‘an 
outlet for material that can made accessible 
other way, nor yet means solely 
foster wholesome recreational reading, then 
the school librarian has distinctive part 
the educational program. And she should 
allowed fill that part her capacity 
librarian. expect her take the work 
the library after having spent full day 
the classroom while untrained assistants 
have been left charge routine duties 
putting just another duty upon teacher 
who willing take on, but not 
librarianship. 

school librarian’s duties, briefly classified, 
may said two kinds adminis- 
trative and curricular. essentials these 
differ not all from like duties that fall 
the high school the college librarian. 
her work equip the library and 
house the books and the other library ma- 
terial, and administer these collections 
required for the educational program her 
school the best advantage all teachers 
and pupils. Consequently, the school library 
has not been previously planned, needed 
changes adjustments are made, 
should her concern select and plan the 
location the room; plan the lighting, 
heating, and. ventilation arrangements; and 
select and determine the arrangement 
the furniture, shelving, and other sundry 
equipment. Her training, and often also her 
experience, has taught her how necessary 
attention such matters insure reasonable 
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quiet and comfort for the increase effi- 
ciency her department the school unit; 
and the librarian who insists upon not 
being stickler for insignificant matter; she 
carrying into action the definition library 
service, which all too often wrongly 
termined only the amount time spent 
the circulation desk. Important 
routine work issuing books may be, is, 
nevertheless, only very small part the 
library service rendered school 
librarian. 


Purchasing Agent 

the elementary school system, 
any other, the librarian the logical person 
allocate the amount spent for 
library needs. Her training has equipped her 
with the necessary information how this 
can done acceptable standards; and 
though she may seldom find conditions her 
library such that she can carry out the 
practice literally, she knows, nevertheless, 
where and how the needs her library arise, 
and how best meet these needs. part 
her duty administrator keep touch 
with the literature published the field 
which her library operates, also the best 
sources from which purchase this material. 
This does not imply that she make choice 
the titles included the year’s purchases; 
the contrary, that should the function 
the teachers the respective grades, but 
final selection and central purchasing will 
obtain less useless duplication titles, less 
waste purchasing procedure, and better 
balance the book collection. 

viewed outsider, the purchasing 
books and other library materials seems 
inconsequential task for the librarian 
just matter sending government postal 
this purchasing done with 
view getting and giving the best service, 
small elementary school library, large 
volume orders rarely occur; yet whatever 
purchases are made, whether large small, 
must checked; first, against duplicates 
such near duplicates are already the 
library; second, against correct information 
author, title, copyright date, and pub- 
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lisher. Though the library small, this 
likely entail considerable work; perhaps 
more nearly correct say that, 
small library, entails more work, since there 
the necessary tools are often not hand; 
but librarian who checks all such matters 
carefully saves herself much unnecessary 
correspondence and her budget needless drain. 
the book collection found not serve 
the school adequately —if there are gaps 
some sections and duplicates others, the 
inadequacies may more often than not 
traced these causes: either the librarian 
has not been free make purchases the 
fields which she has seen real needs, she 
has not been able check properly, and 
useless duplicates encumber the shelves. 

Not all book purchasing the elementary 
school library will done the recom- 
mendation the teachers. There are two 
general groups which will chiefly the con- 
cern the librarian. The first the refer- 
ence collection, which, though simple 
is, requires the careful consideration the 
librarian. With regard this collection, she 
must able supply the best, and more 
often not, supply convincing proofs that 
the best the field. The second group 
books which not obviously her 
domain alone, but about which she will 
fully much concerned any the 
teachers the school, the collection 
books for boys and girls which supplies 
inviting reading apart from direct class utility. 
this group she must know what truly 
excellent all fields and grades. order 
ascertain what are the reading interests 
the boys and girls, she must some 
desk work daily, for chiefly through 
requests that come the desk that she 
learns their needs, and personal contact 
that she can help the teachers develop the 
tastes these boys and girls directing 
them vital leisure reading. But all this 
activity time consuming. 


Cataloger 
School librarians sometimes not catalog 
their school collection books; public 
schools this generally done central 
cataloging department; but wherever the 
school more nearly independent unit, 
the parochial school, this task cata- 
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loging also falls the librarian, and 
not one that can delegated any but 
trained person. Regardless how simple 
the cataloging done elementary school 
library, all entries must correct; incorrect 
work futile. Correctness requires checking 
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with authoritative sources. 
brarians know that not only important 
have this correct information, any effort 
information present, but also that the 
delegation this work untrained persons 
is, the main, unsatisfactory. The mechan- 
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ical preparation the books for cataloging, 
pasting pockets, date slips, and the 
lettering the back books can done 
someone not specially trained librarian- 
ship often pupil assistants— yet every 
one these processes needs direction, super- 
vision, and inspection; for accuracy and uni- 
formity are essential here the other 
processes cataloging. Very few elementary 
school libraries that their own cataloging 
purchase printed cards, though the outlay 
far greater advantage than mere saving 
money. the librarian makes her own 
library cards, her task solely and alone, 
one that cannot delegated untrained 
helper. not unusual find that when 
adults type copies cards from unit cards 
made previously the librarian, certain 
amount proofreading and editing needs 
done. Filing the cards and keeping 
the catalog date are exacting tasks 
that must done accurately and with care, 
small school library, revision the 
catalog does not entail much work 
the more detailed files, but requires some 
attention. This consists chiefly removing 
cards for books withdrawn from the library, 
renewing such cards have become 
illegible through much use, closing entries 
for authors dates are used, making 
analytics the need for these arises, and 
making the necessary tracings for these. 

spite the fact that the school librarian 
keeps her card catalog entries complete 
and accurate possible for her do, 
necessity from time time demands that 
she make special lists books subjects 
found the school library. These lists, 
made for repeated use, require revision and 
renewal, they are use successive 
teachers, also the same teachers suc- 
cessive years. elementary school library 
the picture file holds almost equal rank with 
the book collection; greatly needed 
and valuable asset; but order that may 
serve the purpose for which exists —to 
useful the entire group teachers and 
pupils must made with reference 
the needs the curriculum, addition 
supplementing the book collection. More often 
than not these pictures are secured from 
advertising matter about books authors, 
and alert librarian utilizes all such material. 
Much this will for repeated use, and 
therefore must organized, arranged, 
and classified accord with standard practice, 
and, because the nature the material, 
requires mending, renewing, and weeding. 

school library considerable time and 
attention must given mending books. 
Here, anywhere, stitch time prolongs 
the usefulness book many times over. 
Then there the training and supervision 
the student helpers, the checking overdue 
and lost books, the daily statistics 
kept, reports principal and other officials, 
these are made, all which form part 
the librarian’s administrative duties. 


Teacher 
addition preparing the material for 
use the curricular work the school and 
supervising its use, the duty the 
librarian teach the knowledge and use 
books and other library tools the pupils, 
and frequently also the teachers. Instruc- 
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tion the latter given acquaint them, 
especially new members the faculty, more 
specifically with the content the library. 
Conference with teachers what the school 
library has offer way enrichment 
the curricular work will long way 
stimulating greater enthusiasm. Even 
senior members the teaching staff also 
have need information, for every library 
that alive subtracts some titles annually 
and adds others. Teachers elementary 
school system require little more than the 
afore-mentioned conference they cooperate 
with the librarian the book selection. 
they not, then the librarian has additional 
problems instructional nature. 

Regular and progressive instruction the 
use books and the tools information 
the library should given the pupils, 
beginning the first-grade level, and that 
soon these little folk are able write 
their names. Starting with the simplest form 
how find and withdraw book, the 
lessons should cover all the material used 
throughout all the grade levels. the upper 
grades the instruction the use tools 
such The Readers’ Guide Periodical 
Literature best given’ before some subject 
investigation assigned the teacher. 
This makes necessary that the teacher re- 
quiring the work not only inform the librarian 
the subject investigated, order 
that she may arrange and call such material 
needed for the project, but also provide 
opportunity for the librarian give the 
necessary instruction the use the ma- 
terial and tools. Generally, part the class 
period should reserved for the librarian’s 
instruction the use the tools required, 
and another part class period the 
actual practice finding the subject matter 
assigned. Experience has proved every 
teacher that matter how often the in- 
structions have been given previously, pupils 
forget details library quickly, unless 
constant use made it. Too often even 
college students think that they must find all 
the information assigned subject for 
investigation between the covers single 
book. pupils can familiarized thoroughly 
with the simple reference tools found 
elementary school library and 
profitably their search for subject matter, 
they have made appreciable progress 
toward wider learning and more intelligent 
study high school and college classes. 
help them develop this partly the function 
the school library and the task the 
librarian. 


Busy Official 

These duties, broadly traced they are 
here, form the nucleus school librarian’s 
daily routine and mark her place the school 
unit. There are others which make demands 
upon her time, energy, resourcefulness, 
talent, and education, and place her 
distinctive position curricular activities. 
The librarian, often not, will called 
upon conduct the story hour for the 
younger pupils, occasionally the library, 
perhaps always there. She will need 
help pupils select material for programs, 
give advice reading matter, prepare and 
issue displays classrooms, and, frequently, 
talk the subject these similar 
displays. the school librarian, logically, 
who will assist the teachers with those spe- 
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cial groups readers, the slow and the alert. 
Demands made will varied the 
school has problems.

situation about described 

centers around certain very interesting 
and vitally alive sophomore class religion. 
Twenty-five girls, including two non-Catholics, 
made the group. Grateful and sincere 
acknowledgment the parents and former 
teachers those students urges write 
this article. For, without their heroic example, 
nobility, and self-sacrificing lives, would 
unfair attribute such glorious results 
the students themselves. 

not intention set forth anything 
new startling regards methods pres- 
entation material used. doubt, many 
readers have used the same even 
better methods. Rather, have view 
attempt make known what students, who 
have had thorough elementary school prep- 
aration, actually expect from their religion 
classes. Nor, can too much emphasis 
attached the fact that the religion class 
must, necessity, correlated with other 
subjects the fact, with 
all life’s situations. Here let indicate just 
one striking example what mean. 
manifested itself much enthusiastic interest 
our Catholic Press Month project con- 
ducted the class. made inquiries from 
the teacher English learn whether she 
had any plans for such project connection 
with her work. When told that she was not 
considering program, seized upon the 
opportunity for working out our idea the 
religion class. 

First all, census was taken the 
school learn what Catholic periodicals and 
newspapers came into the students’ homes. 
Figures were then compiled and posted. Pep 
talks were given the various classrooms 
representatives from our class order 
foster greater love for reading these papers 
and magazines; incidentally, also boost the 
local register. was our Archbishop Glennon’s 
wish that the paper every home, 
solicited along these lines. result 
there was notable increase subscribers 
before the end the school year. Last 
all, during the Press Month exhibit, set 
the students, was the center 
attraction for the remainder the student 
body. Pictures this were two our 
local Catholic publications. this point per- 
haps you will saying, “Was this teaching 
religion?” Let answer, “Very definitely 
so!” shall see. 
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Method Procedure 


During years teaching, has been 
anything unusual outstanding that has 
been done pupils. This may have 
been letter written for the class English, 
poem, perhaps the answers questions 
put the members the class test 
papers, brief description the various 
activities attempted during the year, even 
very meaningful drawing. Often, have 
found that these bits work are encouraging 
and helpful classes that follow. This 
accounts for the data preserved regarding the 
project describing. 

feature our first day’s program, 
discussed the various ways and means 
which the girls had actively engaged 
spreading Catholicity during the summer va- 
cation. felt that this was “key” whereby 
could discover what was the religious 
make-up those seated before me. Imme- 
diately some volunteered talk the class, 
others preferred wait, and some chose 
write their experiences. This little plan 
took least three class periods, but was 
well worth the time. Our class included one 
girl who attended Mass daily and who gave 
her services local hospital two days 
week. least three other members had done 
likewise. Two girls had given two weeks 
their vacation and ‘spent that time coun- 
selors girls’ summer camp. Still another 
taught catechism “The Settlement” 
Sunday mornings after Mass, while another 
had offered her time Catholic library. 
The experiences which the girls had encoun- 
tered proved fascinating, and undoubt- 
edly, they gave the rest the class least 
desire something similarly Catholic 
the following summer. 

Shortly after this the class was assigned 
paper Ideal.” may seem surprising 
you, was me, that only one member 
the class chose write about her own 
mother her ideal. number chose our 
Blessed Mother, while two three looked 
Christ their Ideal. With the exception 
one two, who chose storybook characters, 
the remainder the class idealized their 
teachers the past. The majority the 
choices were gratifying the teacher. 

The one grand focal point the school, 
our chapel, was easily accessible all the 
children both large and ‘small. There they 
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made daily morning visit before class, even 
though there was obligation their part 
for doing so. The larger girls set the example 
for the little folk, and the morning visit was 
and spontaneous their usual friendly, 
“Good morning, Sister.” this way the 
whole day permeated with truly Catholic 
atmosphere. But this just another angle 
well-rounded, may say, well-grounded 
Catholic education. 

regards the prayers said before class 
found that the practice frequently 
changing them, instead saying the same 
ones day and day out, was helpful. Fre- 
quently our methods and practices become 
staid and outmoded that hardly realize 
that there may better practices. This can 
easily happen even prayers. October, 
for example, our ejaculation honored Our 
Lady the Rosary. November, 
remembered the Holy Souls with “Eternal 
rest grant unto them, Lord,” and December 
lent itself “Divine Babe Bethlehem,” 
etc., while March and May were devoted 
especially dear St. Joseph and our Blessed 
Lady. doubt, other similar 
suggest themselves teachers. 


The Commandments 


For this year our syllabus called for the 
study sin, the Commandments God 
and the Church, and prayer. Our text was 
Religion: Doctrine and Practice Francis 
Cassilly, The first Commandment, 
the Lord thy God; thou shalt not have 
strange gods before Me,” afforded excellent 
opportunity for talking and 
about “relics.” Everyone had seen pictures 
and statues the saints, but few the 
class had ever seen first-class relic. col- 
lection was made from various sources; and 
few cases there were accompanying 
papers prove their authenticity. were 
even fortunate enough have piece 
thumb bone enclosed reliquary our 
own holy Founder, Father Charles Nerinckx. 
The relics were passed from one another 
during class and examined very carefully. 
volley questions ensued! The girls’ in- 
terest had been aroused and was led one 
step further. They wondered, now, the altar 
stones their particular parish churches 
(there were eleven parishes represented 
the group) contained relics the patron 
their church. Inquiries were made from their 
pastors and several students were happy 
report that they were privileged this way. 

Following upon this little investigation, the 
prayer which the priest says after ascending 
the altar the beginning Mass took 
much added significance: beseech Thee, 
Lord, the merits Thy saints, whose 
relics are here, and all the saints, that 
Thou wouldst vouchsafe forgive 
sins. Amen. 

Because the Mass entered into the study 
the third Commandment, may safely 
say that was even more profitable than the 
first. preparation for this, way 
preliminary checkup, the girls were assigned 
another paper. this occasion was 
the Mass Means Me.” Here are few 
the responses: 

“It would have been great privilege 
have been present Calvary during the 
Crucifixion. The Mass also privilege be- 
cause each time said our Lord again 
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sacrifices His Body and Blood for our sins, 
just did the Crucifixion, but 
are present this time.” 

“To the Mass means witnessing the 
sacrifice Calvary with Mary.” 

“The priest represents Christ, who, both 
offers the Mass God and offered the 
Mass. the Consecration God Himself comes 
the altar. the Communion God allows 
Himself received His creatures. 
This means that human being has the 
opportunity receiving God, his Maker.” 

think this the nearest thing 
heaven earth.” 

“To the Holy Sacrifice the Mass 
means the supreme Sacrifice made Calvary 
Christ, offered again that and everyone 
else may benefit it.” 

“All the people Mass unite all 
their prayers together and offer them God. 
allowed help give that gift Him.” 

“The Mass means lot because 
many martyrs died for and weren’t 
wonderful thing, sure that they would 
not have given their lives willingly 
for it.” 

“Every time attend Mass, which 
renewal Calvary, always makes 
feel that near Christ Calvary.” 

ticipate the best way possible because 
don’t feel that almost committing 
sacrilege. This what the Mass means 
me.” 

You will admit that these comments are 
certainly mean estimation the 
mendous significance the Mass. 

Two very excellent helps along this line 
were the book entitled The Meaning the 
Mass Bussard and Kirsch (J. Kenedy, 
1942) and Father Bussard’s wall chart show- 
ing diagram the action the Mass. 
Further were very fortunate being able 
borrow from our sacristy the vestments 
they were needed. this way, studied 
the names the vestments and altar linens 
actually having them the classroom. 

this connection might mention one 
more achievement, namely, poster making. 
The artists the class 
drawings depicting the three principal parts 
the Mass. These were displayed for the 
inspiration and admiration the entire 
student body. Once before this idea poster 
making had been employed showing their 
love and devotion for the Rosary. 

this time, not great deal had been 
done regarding the prayers said Mass. 
Why not make study some them? 
decided, therefore, that Fridays during 
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the seasons Advent and Lent would 
read least the “Proper” the Mass for 
the following Sunday. this way the prayers 
the season were made much more mean- 
ingful when they were read Mass the 
following Sunday. During Holy Week the 
same treatment was given the reading 
the Passion, and the special prayers for each 
day the week. 

Let refer what the girls had say 
about the Mass and the use their Missals 
aids more intelligently participating 
Mass. Fourteen had something say this 
score. The statements below, however, will 
give you idea the general response 
the close the year. 

think that have greater apprecia- 
tion for religion because have better 
understanding the Mass.” 

“After learning the Mass, feel more 
its beauty and abundant meaning.” 

know have greater appreciation 
religion because understand the Mass 
much better and can follow easier.” 

“One the greatest things learned this 
year was appreciate the Mass.” 

Seven the mentioned specifically 
that the use the Missal during the year 
had helped increase their attention 
Mass. 


Other Activities 
Some the most delightful periods were 
spent the days when had exchange 
student and teacher.

The following checkup question was asked 
the final exam: “As consequence your 
study the Commandments, sin, prayer and 
the Mass and whatever else was included 
our study this year, have you acquired 
greater appreciation your religion? not, 
how you account for that lack appre- 
ciation? Discuss.” give you some idea 
the enthusiasm the class, have sum- 
marized these answers briefly: 

Two admitted that they had learned much 
more annual retreat than they did 
from their whole year religion. par- 
ticularly liked this candor. 

Six declared that they had appreciated the 
discussions because they could learn more 
talking about their religion than learning 
solely from book. And the many examples 
from real life, they felt would help them 
better apply what they had learned the 
years come. 

Five referred the Commandments and 
what they now mean them. One girl said, 
have certainly learned the Commandments 
mind the will God.” And another, 
knew the Commandments God, but now 
they mean more than ever before. 
Nor groan when mother tells 
set the table some other household 
task.” And another wrote, “From the class 
general have learned that, expected 
something, must not neglect it, 
because the reward, but because God 
expects me, and God more important 
than anyone else.” 

Five said they had become more interested 
Catholic Action and all other things that 
would promote the teachings and 
His Apostles.

body and soul. One wrote, “Now sin stands 
out greater evil and realize the diffi- 
culty overcoming habit sin.” 

Ten said their reading habits had been 
improved and that they had learned great 
deal about the lives many the saints.

creased, they claimed. brief period devoted 
the reading Timeless Topix well 
our Catholic Press Month project helped 
accomplishing these results. “The part which 
really enjoyed was pamphlet reports and dis- 
cussions. Religion used dry old 
subject about which didn’t know very 
much but now enjoy religion.” This 
comment would seem set forth the need 
for more the religion classes. 

Seven mentioned that they had learned 
pray, especially times temptation and 
sorrow. “The power prayer was really 
brought home me,” wrote one. Another, 
“Prayers are now easier say because 
praise and glory God, the Blessed Virgin, 
the saints, and angels.” This “power 
prayer” was clearly made evident one 
occasion particular. The story runs thus: 
Early March the class was sponsoring 
card party for the missions. However, the 
day previous the party the girls thought 
they had hopelessly failed their efforts. 
date only six dollars had been turned 
for tickets. Naturally everyone seemed down- 
cast over the whole situation.

training. fact, the improvement the 
intellect and will lifelong task imposed 
upon man the law nature demanding the 
supreme duty true self-love. 

However, the best education may neu- 
tralized, paralyzed, completely perverted 
adverse forces, and turned into intellectual 
and moral anarchy. Hence, the prevalent 
sinister ideologies and moral autonomy and 
skepticism. Among the perversive influences 
are the radio, pictures, and the press; but 
the printed word the most impressing and 
lasting influence and surrounded the 
aura some authority. Here, shall discuss 
books, and particular publications which 
not show the imprimatur Ordinary. 
Books having philosophic, dogmatic, moral 
implications must closely scrutinized, be- 
cause, wrong, they are unfit for all readers 
general and not alone for Catholics. 

The most terrible evil undermining the 
faith and mentality Christians and causing 
great damage souls, either obscuring the 
truth not finding it, the type literature 
comprising romances, novels, fanciful tales, 
plays, and comedies that portray sensuality, 
lust, and even some kind lascivious mys- 
ticism. Books this type constitute the bulk 
the so-called non-Catholic “best sellers.” 
These books are extensively advertised and 
occasionally find their way into Catholic read- 
ing lists and catalogs the detriment truly 
Catholic publications. 
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frequently they are. However, when conver- 
sions this kind are made, believe they 
are worthy note. Here brief, the 
story: often the case, was necessary 
that the “odd students,” those not 
occupied with the regular schedule remain 
“present” certain class even though they 
are not actually participating that class. 
Here had just such situation. two 
non-Catholic students, mentioned earlier, were 
always present our religion class for 
supposed study hour. Frequently, however, 
their study was interrupted because they 
became more engrossed what was going 
about them than their books. They 
either raised pertinent questions took part 
some spirited discussion the room. 
Gradually during their years our school, 
they were becoming more and more appre- 
ciative the true value the Catholic 
religion and made many inquiries concerning 
it.

Books this type are rapidly increasing 
not only account pressure advertising, 
but also account their pernicious appeal 
the senses. well known that they com- 
bine frivolous fascination with immorality, 
depict immodesties flaming imageries, and 
relate obscene details, without regard 
modesty. They often describe the worst 
carnal vices with subtle analysis and adorn 
them with brilliant style, and leave 
nothing inviolate the field morals. That 
these objectionable books inflame the pas- 
sions, excite the imagination, dull the spirit 
chastity, and drag the heart into the mire 
impurity, obvious. true that the 
evil consequences may differ degree, but 
this does not depend upon the book but 
the reader who knowingly exposes himself 
the danger sin. 

Still worse kind love story written 
authors who not hesitate give their 
sensuality the appearance rectitude 
blending with religious sacred things 
and phrases. Into their stories impure love 
they weave sort piety they associate 
with the virtue religion. This direct 
contrast with the truth that without keeping 
the Commandments salvation cannot at- 
tained. Recently book this type made its 
appearance and was accepted some mis- 
guided Christians. 


Responsibility Reviewers 
With regard objectionable books, the 
reviewers who should act reliable guides 
assume great responsibility. They cannot 
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instructions for several months parish 
priest and now their desires were actually 
being fulfilled. Needless say they were 
two very happy Catechumens.

conferences, that the ordinary person the

elegance style, exciting contrasts modern 
psychological effects, representation daily 
happenings, etc. There are some things that 
should not mentioned among Christians, 
not because they not happen but because 
they are likely great harm souls. This 
harm already apparent, especially among 
young people. Nor can good but erroneous 
excuse. 

seems that the system classification 
and reviewing books needs change 
order insure beneficial guidance. The term, 
“predominantly may mean many 
but must not mean that the minority 
obscene pages even few can passed 
over without condemning the whole book. The 
expressions, parts,” “for intelligent 
mature readers,” connection with novels, 
have created among many people, especially 
the young, the impression that certain class 
people, namely, the intelligent and mature 
which they belong (being already!), 
are permitted read them without guilt and 
harm. The term, “not acceptable Catholics,” 
also misleading. makes Catholics feel 
that they are not read see some things 
because they are Catholics. This idea 
erroneous! Natural law makes such dis- 
tinctions. What wrong for one wrong for 
all without distinction age, color, creed, 
circumstances life. The consequent harm 
done reading indeed differs, but that 
particular concern this connection. 
The mind and practice the Church 
clearly seen simply approving what 
completely morally good and rejecting un- 
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conditionally what morally objectionable, 
and therefore unfit for everybody. But more 
will said about that later. 


Duties Librarians 


Librarians have special duties regard 
books that are not strictly accord with 
faith and morals. Books placed the 
having some historical value imparting 
valuable information must placed under 
lock and key and they may given only 
persons having ecclesiastical authorization 
read them. Here must kept mind that 
not all forbidden books can nominally 
condemned the Church for the simple 
reason that not all books come the notice 
the Sacred Congregation, such notice 
comes too late. But these defects are supplied 
Canon Law which equally binding. 
view what has been stated and what 
said later, perfectly clear that so- 
called novels should kept out 
all libraries, especially those schools, in- 
stitutions, and houses under our control. 
this connection, literary merit, greatly 
appreciated itself, should not lead librarians 
relaxation. Literary quality, after all, 
among the lowest the scale Christian 
values when compared the good souls. 
Being indifferent itself, literary quality can 
serve the good well the bad. Excuses 
brought relation “modernity” are not 
valid. 


What About Teachers 


Most the duties teachers regard 
the guidance pupils already have been 
stated implicitly, but some details may yet 
added. Teachers higher institutions 
must not deceived the general 
sellers.” This very designation may condemn 
them class. What makes them “best 
sellers”? Not the intrinsic value nor the 
external advertising alone but the acceptance 
them world dominated contempt 
God and spiritual bankruptcy. Worldly 
pleasure and wealth have greater influence 
Catholics than realize. The change 
from holy childhood youth 
and immoral later life does not come sud- 
denly. the contrary proceeds slowly 
and almost imperceptibly the subject and 
his sine malum 
accrescit. was interior process which 
may show its effects much later but was 
caused and nourished external influences 
which bad reading was one the strongest. 
Teachers can much watching what their 
pupils read. This duty should not lightly 
dismissed the plea that all kinds books 
are easily available anywhere any class 
readers. Many young people 
hide objectionable books their school bags 
like catechisms, but read and carry them 
openly the streetcars, parks, and else- 
where, perhaps into the classrooms order 
impress others their liberality and 
modernness. This, course, often ac- 
companied scandal, since the salacious 
parts will furnish topics during recess and 
luncheon. Teachers hear and see many things 
that grant opportunity for stern public 
correction. neglect them tantamount 
indifference toward the Blood Christ 


shed for erring souls. 


Naturally, teachers must have the correct 
mental attitude toward the objectionable type 
books. Unfortunately, the true Christian 
mentality alarmingly dwindling all classes 
and states without the realization the 
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afflicted. These lines may rectifying 
some defects. 


The Best Values 


What then should people read? The 
values” instead the “best sellers.” The 
latter term should discarded Catholics 
and replaced the first. There sufficient 
supply good books the Catholic book 
stores and their number steadily increasing. 
Here must remembered that the exces- 
sive reading novels, romances, and books 
without special messages waste time 
and form dissipation condemned the 
law nature. this must added the 
important fact that mere pleasure reading 
diverts and averts the mind from more 
serious, and especially spiritual, reading. 
Spiritual books are not uninteresting and may 
bring pleasures far greater than those 
physical nature. These books should rec- 
ommended word and print for the gift 
speech and writing are also given 
aid the salvation mankind.

One 
novel featuring illicit love interlaced with 
scenes popular saint has already found 
its way Catholic best-seller list, rec- 
ommended Catholic book stores, and has 
inserted the catalogs some Catholic 
firms without any annotation. The beginning 
has been made. still small, but consider- 
ing the profit motive, the future may increase 
the evil.

speaking reconstruction and education 
said, need new materials for instruction 
that will yield better knowledge other 
peoples and other Books cannot 
considered new materials for use the 
field education, and yet, certain sense, 
every publication, however 
ancient ever new. For the boys and girls 
our elementary schools, with their limited 
knowledge and experiences, books are the 
principal sources knowledge other 
peoples and other cultures. 

These questions are being asked constantly 
our Sisters teaching the grade schools: 
How going supply students with 
the best publications the day? How can 
already debt-burdened pastor pay bills 
for books other than for those needed 
basic texts? Will little classroom “library 
corner” suffice fountain from which 
pupils may satiate their thirst for reading? 

Let hasten say that know from 
experience that the last question can 
answered the negative. library corner 
classroom most helpful and certainly 
every room should have one, but will 
never replace central library elemen- 
tary school, however small that institution 
may be. Let assure you that the thought 
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added debt need not terrify you, when 
you are considering the establishing and 
maintaining central library. There are 
ways raising funds within the school 
that the heavily burdened pastor need not 
assume the obligation paying the bills for 
books, which are supplying your students with 
proper reading material. 

The problem space for library fre- 
quently confronts many our parochial 
schools have not been designed allow 
bright cheerful room for this purpose. How- 
ever, little planning our part will soon 
enable have corner the auditorium, 
former supply room, shelved portion 
the end corridor our disposal. The 
most dull and drab place soon becomes 
scene brightness and color when 
ingenious Sister places library furniture, con- 
veniently arranged shelves, colorful posters, 
attractive notices, and the like the room 
now known the library.

The greatest danger case fire the 
danger panic. Panic must prevented. 
When once gets control crowd, 
practically impossible stop it. That the 
reason for frequent fire drills; that why 
any building where people congregate num- 
bers should have plenty exits, plainly 
marked and always available for use. 

again and again, warnings such the follow- 
ing from The National Board Fire Under- 
writers provide their schools every 
precaution prevent panic: 

Panic cannot eliminated. The conditions 
which produce may reduced point 
where the probability almost nil, but will 
ever present danger where crowds 
congregate. 

Panic has occurred under many circum- 
stances. common occurrence among 
lower animals, exemplified the stampede 
herd cattle, and might said that 
when humans become panicky they longer 
are thinking beings but have reverted the 
status animals whose only reaction that 
flight when unusual danger threatens.

IV. TRAINING AIDS 


G.I. education has used, extensive 
scale, various training aids charts, pic- 
tures, film strips, and the like. Because 
the availability funds and personnel, 
there was opportunity for extensive ex- 
perimentation. Much this work may 
accepted, the representatives the 
armed forces suggest, experimental. Cer- 
tainly will repay the educators ex- 
amine detail what G.I. education has 
done. studying the work others, 
can save ourselves some experimentation. 

Perhaps one the significant things 
what military education itself has learned 
from these aids, all which have been 
used some degree civilian education, 
and brought the armed forces civilian 
educators military uniform. The armed 
forces have been receptive, and command- 
ing officers have been cooperative. They 
could undoubtedly have been more criti- 
cal. The older peacetime Army manuals 
were not inspiring documents from the 
viewpoint typography, page design, 
charts, photographs, illustrations, cartoons. 
Some the advance should carried 
over peacetime, and all should criti- 
cally reviewed universal military train- 
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ing becomes the policy the United 
States. 

Some the aids are expensive and will 
not available schools, purely because 
cost. Some, however, are simple and in- 
expensive.

The most obvious reason for these aids 
that they add realism the teaching. 
must not, however, forget that the 
pupils’ imagination factor making 
visual aids real. The army has set prac- 
tical situations, and given the pupil the 
chance for meeting what almost the 
actual situation. this sense 
have been fields every size simulating 
various problems actual terrain. Actual 
equipment set for use. practical 
situation developing, say with radio 
radio interference provided 
just the important part the message 
being received. What done? 
Such methods are certainly fruitful and, 
with more daring our civilian education, 
may willing extend techniques 
which have been acceptable principle. 

very significant practice the use 
film strips introduce, reinforce, 
summarize the classwork. This likely 
save teachers from talking too much, 
proaches. The specific errors deficiencies 
special knowledge class always will 
have handled living teacher. 
There is, however, danger too much 
standardization this procedure.

“When, however, people call for ‘de- 
mocracy and better democracy,’ such 
demand cannot have any other meaning 
than place the citizen, ever more 
the position hold his own personal 
opinion, express it, and make 
prevail fashion conducive common 
good.” 

This leads the Pope into very real 
distinction between “the and “the 
masses,” distinction very much needed 
our social and political discussions. 
The State, says the Pope, does not bring 
together given territory “mechani- 
cally” shapeless mass individuals. The 
State should practice “the organic 
and organizing unit real people.” This 
its real nature. The contrast these 
distinct ideas thus specifically made 
the Pope: 

“The people lives and moves its 
own life energy; the masses are inert 
themselves and can only moved from 
outside. The people lives the fullness 
life the men that compose it, each 
whom—at his proper place and 
his own way —is person conscious 
his own responsibility and his own 
views. 

“The masses, the contrary, wait 
for the impulse from outside, easy 
plaything the hands anyone who 
exploits their instincts and impressions: 
ready follow turn, today this flag, 
tomorrow another.” 

The unorganized masses, ready follow 
any leader, used for personal 
ambition without clear consciousness 
its rights and duties, mechanically associ- 
ated, the enemy democratic people, 
and the enemy the ideal true liberty 
and equality. people worthy the 
name,” says the Pope, “the citizen feels 
within him the his per- 
sonality, his duties and rights, his 
own freedom joined respect for the 
freedom and dignity others.”

Window after window “in 
our church received special study until every 
symbol presented was understood. 

good resulted from this also, for the 
school realized the need and necessity good 
Catholic books for research. 

One the boys the eighth grade who 
was gifted with special artistic talent gave 
demonstrations Catholic art means 
drawings upon the blackboard. The others 
sat their seats and drew the symbols 
the best their ability. The one having 
completed the best plate was permitted 
stand before the class holding his masterpiece 
while one the better speakers gave the 
history that particular piate. 

One symbol which adorned one the 
windows was the dove which represents the 
Holy Ghost.

The pelican was also drawn freehand from 
small copy, painted, and mounted upon the 
bulletin board symbol sacrifice.

Just who were the first inhabitants Peru 
whence they came not certain but the 
stone monuments and objects discovered 
archeologists tombs near the coast and 
the mountains show that the territory now 
call Peru was the center very cultured 
civilization. The buried treasures which the 
archeologists have found reveal much about 
the lives these early people. They show 
that the people lived under the guidance 
king; that they knew how extract metals 
from the mines, and manufacture them into 
weapons, utensils, and jewelry gold, silver, 
and copper; and that they also practiced 
religion. One author tells that “the skele- 
tons show that these people were able 
perform all sorts surgical operations. They 
could crown and fill and bridge teeth. They 
knew how cut off legs and arms skillfully 
and very difficult operations the 
head and skull and 

Because the Incas built the ancient 
civilization Peru many 
people are the opinion that they were the 
first inhabitants that country. However, 
that not true. There were other tribes now 
classified pre-Inca tribes who settled 
different parts the country. For instance, 
one great tribe lived the sierra region,

(1) Mining; (2) herding, llamas, alpacas, 
etc.; (3) hunting; (4) weaving; (5) gather- 
ing rubber, wood, cacao, cotton, tagna nuts, 
balta gum, etc.; (6) farming. 

Shelter 

The Andean Indian’s home usually very 
simple one room without windows. Stone 
adobe used make the home. The roof 
thatched, being made ichu similar grass. 

Clothing 

Quechuas wear wool poncho which 
serves coat blanket. perhaps the 
most useful article clothing the Andes. 
also wears jacket homespun wool, 
short trousers, coarse woolen cotton 
skirt, gauntlet, light wool oversleeves, heavy 
wool socks, rawhide moccasins, and wool 
cap with ear flaps. The Quechua woman 
wears brightly colored tight-fitting woolen 
waist and many petticoats. Over her shoulders 
she wears brightly colored shawl and around 
her neck flaming handkerchief. stiff felt 
hat covers her head. 

The Aymaras dress much like the 
Quechuas except that the fiesta raiment 
much finer. these occasions the 
Aymaras wear brightly colored feathered 
headdress. Their dance costumes are wealth 
embroidery. Sometimes they also wear In- 
dian-designed masks. 
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The Chunchos need very little clothing 
since they live the jungle land. 

Entertainments 

The fiesta, the tribal dance. 

Religious festivals. 

dances, and games taught the Indians 
priests and other teachers. 

The Sunday market gives the Indians 
time for social gathering well chance 
for selling and trading their wares. 

Religion 

Most the Indians have accepted 
Roman Catholic religion, introduced Pizar- 
1532. They have also retained some 
their pagan beliefs with the result that there 
strange commingling pagan and Chris- 
_tian beliefs. The ceremonial dances and other 
festive occasions are combined with the reli- 
gious festivals the Catholic Church. 
Churches are maintained throughout the 
Andes practically every village. 

The Arts the Peruvian Indians 

The Andes Indians are quite musical; their 
musical heritage derived, large part, 
from the Incas. Their present-day music 
shows the effect the Spanish influence. The 
best known instrument the flute 
usually made reed. 

The patterns woven their ponchos and 
shawls show their artistic temperament. 

Future the Indian Living Peru 

The lot most the Indians not 
happy now was the days the Inca 
rulers when everyone had enough eat and 
wear. few prosperous Indians tend their 
own lands. Some live 
which resemble our Indian reservations. But 
most them hire themselves out laborers 
upon the vast estates white “haciendados” 
and rich “cholos” mestizos Spanish 
and Indians forefathers are called. Schools 
have been established the towns and vil- 
lages, and Peru now has law which says 
every child must taught. This helps the 
children make their lives more worth while 
than they would otherwise be.

This was the Spanish 
Conquistador who stripped golden plates 
from the temples and palaces, tore down the 
enormous desk which represented the sun- 
god, gathered the golden vessels from the 
royal family, seized the blossoms and orna- 
ments from the gardens, and finally assaulted 
nation eleven million people for the sake 
the “Royal Fifth.” 

Even though Cuzco has been divested its 
gold, the stone roads, and cities constructed 
some the largest stones ever laid 
masons, remain for see. Because the 
sights Cuzco are fascinating you will 
want read more about them.

Here were built houses, palaces, temples, 
monuments, granite very skillfully con- 
structed without the use mortar. 
day Indians say that the ancient Incas had 
their service angel architects, who understood 
the magic arts, bring the large stones the 
place flight. Since the only quarry where 
the biggest stones could have been obtained 
the bottom the canyon, more than 
2000 feet below, like hear this story, 
however improbable may 

The Incas lived here until about the year 
1000 when they moved Cuzco because they 
needed large space supply food. However, 
the Priests the Sun secretly kept the place 
retreat, and when 1531 Pizarro played 
havoc with the wealth Peru, the Virgins 
the Sun, 100 number, were led this 
old city for refuge. There they lived forgotten 
everyone and saved from Pizarro. 1911 
when the city was discovered ninety-nine 
graves were found the sacred graveyard.

The Government Peru 


“On August 29, 1533 Atahualpa, the Inca 
ruler, was put death order Pizarro 
who was appointed governor the newly ac- 
quired territory. Pizarro founded Lima, the 
present capital the republic Peru, 
January 18, 1535, naming the City 
Kings. governed the city until his death 
June 26, 1541. 1544 the viceroyalty 
Peru was created, the first viceroy being 
Blasco Nunez Vela. His jurisdiction covered 
the entire continent South America, but 
the territory was subsequently divided into 


viceroyalties. Forty viceroys succeeded Vela 


the government Peru, during which time 
the King Spain issued laws for the better- 
ment the aborigines and Bishop Las Casas 
made unceasing efforts for the same purpose, 
yet conditions were little improved. 

Early the nineteenth century, the move- 
ment for independence began Peru. Due 
the able leadership such generals San 
Martin Argentina, Admiral Lord Cochrane, 
Britain, Simon Bolivar Venezueia, and 
General Sucre, Peru was finally formally de- 
clared republic July 28, 1821, and 
February 28, 1823, the first president the 
country, Jose Riva Aguero, was 
inaugurated.

Goethe says succinctly: “The highest problem 
every art produce means appear- 
ances, the allusion loftier reality.” Litera- 
ture accomplishes this abstract manner; 
art aims for end the concrete.

tool subjects the elementary school. Let 
consider spelling, for example. Are our 
present spelling textbooks meeting, ade- 
quately, the writing demands the day? 
The war has created new vocabulary. 
has created interest almost every part 
the globe; and, most pertinent, has 
created real need for writing. There 
scarcely home which has not given least 
one its members the war effort. Corre- 
spondence with these absent ones dictated 
not only family love but also patriotic 
duty. Traveling difficuities have created 
further need for correspondence means 
communication. 

The child today does not live the 
sequestered home atmosphere the child 
yesterday. Even the primary child made 
feel that his place the world 
important one. Certainly feeling inde- 
pendence even the very youngest children 
almost necessity our time, time 
when the home very often offers only inade- 
quate protection. Children today 
live rather broad social life even their 
prekindergarten years. The influence the 
radio, the movies, and the new freedom 
the street are giving him unusually large 
speaking and meaning vocabulary. The 
modern child not content express himself 
only orally. experience with young 
children, have found that even those 
only average and low-average intelligence 
desire express themselves written lan- 
guage. Given interest subject, they dislike 
being hampered laws brevity. They 
want write and they want write more 
than three four sentences. They want 
use words that they speak when they write. 
This, me, seems natural and laudable 
desire. problem has always been how 
the child satisfied? What training 
aid are going give him that may 
express himself adequately and correctly? 
For the child today, the words spelling 
texts are necessary but insufficient. still 
requires instruction learning spell the 
words the basic vocabulary, but needs 
more than that. cannot taught all the 
words needs formal lessons. Simple and 
effective means must given him spell 
the words needs. 

Simple picture dictionaries may partial 
supplement. Large wall charts with lists 
words alphabetical order the children’s 
speaking vocabulary may exposed during 
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the writing periods. The teacher and pupils 
will choose the words placed the 
wall chart. 

Large wall maps can made for the 
primary rooms which the names states, 
countries, etc., are lettered large readable 
print. Even the primary school child inter- 
ested places like Germany, Japan, Italy; 
cities like London, Rome, Tokyo. They 
are acquainted with names islands which, 
this time, have not been part even 
adult experience. 

Special may used which the 
children make individual booklet dictionaries 
words the speaking vocabularies and 
not yet included their writing vocabularies.

The 
child, with the aid the teacher inde- 
pendently, may list words alphabetically 
this booklet. Lists compiled the children 
during language period may added 
the child’s own list, and the child will wish 
increase his list with the aid his 
parents and relatives. 

This device will aid the child becoming 
spelling conscious and certainly will provide 
him with wider writing vocabulary.

These devices are used 
references for writing. Undoubtedly they will 
increase the pupil’s spelling 
vocabulary.

Third: The founding 
great Pan-American university which would 
bring about new charter Catholic education 
and thus afford the exchange more Catholic 
students between the North and South American 
Catholic institutions higher learning. 

Speakers from North, Central, and South 
America, three general and six sectional ses- 
sions, presented the varied religious, political, 
cultural, racial, and commercial problems con- 
fronting the Ibero-Americans and the citizens 
the United States.
